A wartfant was issued by Asaistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Dalton Thursday charg- 
ing John J. Schneider of 2315 Texas avenue 
with murder in the first degree. It is al- 
leged that he killed Charles Mutsberg, 
proprietor of a saloon at Chouteau and 
Miegissippi avenues, Nov. 2%, because 
Mutzberg resisted an attempt to rob him. 

The warrant was based on the identifi- 
cation by Jacques Stark of 1908 Papin street 
and the partial identification by Charles 
L. Salisbury of 1917 La Salle street, and 
the fact that the hat found at the scene 
of the killing fits the head of Schneider. 

Stark swore to the identification. Salis- 
bury was not certain enough to do that, 
but his name was placed on the warrant as 
a witness. 

Before Stark would declare that Schneid- 
er was one of the men who killed Mutzberg 
he studied the voung man the greater part 
of Wednesday afternoon. Schnelder was 
required to put on the hat and a muffler 
like one of the robbers were and was made 
to walk back and forth tn front of Starie 
for a long time Finally Stark felt certain 
enough to swear to the Information.

The adhesion of the World’s Fair directorate as a body to the 
million club project will add a powerful factor to that civic 
movement. | 

The resolution of the executive committee is to the point: 
“That the movement to organize a million club to-promote the 
growth of St. Louis so as to reach 1,000,000 people within the 
next four years, in the opinion of the executive committee, 
merits the attention of the board of directors, and it there- 
fore recommends that such action be taken by the board of 
directors as it may deem best to further the desired object.” 

This has the right ring. The World’s Fair has opened new 
prospects to the city and likewise imposed obligations of civic 
pride which must be met by the most energetic response. St. 
Louis is known all over the world as a great commercial 
center and it must make good the reports which have gone 
out. 

It is possible to raise the population to 1,000,000 within the 
next four years. All the advantages count heavily in favor 
of such a faith. It depends upon how these advantages are 
used. If every one of them, commercial and social, is pushed 
to the utmost, the advertising which the city has received 
during the past year will bring returns. New interests will 
flow in and old ones will be expanded. And both will invite a 
new population. 

Let every man work to extend his own business in such wise 
that the city will get an advertising benefit out of it. 

President Roosevelt’s recommendation of legislation for ‘the 
District of Columbia, which shal] serve as a model for states 
desiring the best law for local interests, may be the beginning 
of a healthy progress and improvement. It is conceived in the 
spirit of true statesmanship.

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A MUSEUM SUGGESTION. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


The dividend that may be paid on the World's Fair stock 
will be so inconsiderable that it will not amount to any- 
thing for the individual stockholders, but in the aggregate, 
it would be a rather nice endowment for the museum. As 
the stock was subscribed to by the public-spirited citizens, I 
believe that a proposition to assign it to the museum would 
meet with general favor. 

In return. the museum authorities might issue to each one 
who so assigned stock a ticket of admission, not transfer- 
able, and not to be replaced in case of loss, good during the 
first year of the museum's existence. or during the life of 
the beneficiary as might be determined. This would increase 
popular interest in the museum. as the holders of such tick- 
ets would prove to be-advertising agents for it. They would 
themselves go to see it, and would talk it up to their friends. 

Perhaps it will be said that such a card of admission would 
be too valuable a consideration to give in return for the 
Cividend on one share of stock. From a strictly business 
standpoint, that is true; but remember that in many cases 
the one share represented as much self-sacrifice for the good 
of the city as a thousand shares might in other cases. I

_ Man Who Has Done Fancy Work onthe Arms of St. Ow 
ans and World’s Fair Visitors Finds Emblems of Fra- 
ternity More Popular Than Those of Love. 


I’ there is any fun in the tattooing bust- 
ness Gus Wagner ought to know it. 

\wagner first had himself tattooed all 
over, except his face; then, since there 
was no other place on him that could be 
tattooed, he went to tattooing other peo- 
ple. He has been doing this now for sev- 
eral years, and says he makes almost as 
much money at it as a bank president 
Makes at his job. 

liesides being a professional tattovcer, 
Wagner is a professional contortionist, a 
globe-trotter, a graduate from the stoking 
hold of a merchant vessel, a showmdn and 
altogether an interesting personage. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw him at 
work vesterday—a stick in his mouth used 
as a palette from which, with a needle 
which he jig-jagged upon the surface of a 
young man’s arm, he took the different 
colors of pigments he was using in manu- 
facturing a most wonderful representation 
ot a lodge seal, together with the young 
man’s initials. 

“It doesn’t burt,”’ sald Wagner, when he 
got through with the young man and 
pecketed the dollar he had earned in 15 
minutes, “That's the first question people 
ask; they seem to think it’s something like 
vaccination—it’s got to hurt before it will 
‘take.’ But it doesn’t. In St. Louis this 
sunaner I have put dragons and birds and 
portraits and lodge seals on more than 180 
people, and in all that number I have had 
justi tour sore arms—sore for a*day or two, 
and that was the end of it. 

“It's a paying business, all right, if you 
know how to go at it.”” He squared around 


* to give a iittle lecture on “Success.”’ ‘First, 


you've got to Know the business—how to 
handle the needles, how to apply them 
without going too deep, and, above all, how 
lo use pigments that are pure and that 
will not cause irritations. Then you've got 
to be ab.e to ‘deliver the goods'—that is, do 
What you say you are going to do, do it 
quick and have it over with.
